NEAR LAKE KIANTA —(/I'j— Swift 
and silent Finnish ski troops struck 
in the border snows Wednesday to 
pick off, one by one, the handful of 
survivors of Russia's defeated army 
in this frozen north country. Finns in 
the south stood their ground against 
massed thrusts. 


Victors in the greatest single battle 


of the war, Ihe hardy Finnish lumber- 
jacks had easy picking finishing off 
the 2,000 wandering, half-starved rem- 
nntaa of the 17,000-man Russian divi- 
sion which trid to sever Finland's 
wasp-like waistline and failed. 


The Finns caught the Russian col 


umn, made up of the 163rd Division, 
from three sides, leaving open the 
woods leading to the lake. 


Defenders with machine guns took 


positions on an elevation at one end 
of a road running north and south 
ad in the woods to the west. When 
the column made its way into hol- 
low section of the road, the three Fin- 
nish forces opened fire simultan- 
eously. 


The Prussians who could, fled to the 


woods. Many were without rifles anc 
only scant food supplies. Hundreds 
would starve or freeze within a feu, 
days unless they were found by theii 
forces. 


Foreign observers agreed that the 


Russian threat by land would be ended 
here for the winter.

Roosevelt urged congress Thursday to 
slash farm, relief and public works 
spending in a budget message asking 
4GO million dollars in special defense 
taxes and proposing one of the smallest 
deficits in a decade. 


If all his recommendations are fol- 


lowed he forecast a net deficit for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1 of $1,- 
716,000,000, compared with an estimated 
$3,Q33,000,000 for the current year,

next fiscal year'at $8,200,000,000, which 
he said would be $075,000,000 less than 
this year. 


Roosevelt bluntly told the legislators 


intent on making election-year records 
that "those who call for further cuts 
should have the courage and honesty 
to specify where they should be 
made."

On pay- 
ment of the license fee for each such 
'dog, the said dog shall be registered in 
a record of his breed, weight, sex, 
markings, and tag number, and shall 
be vaccinated against rabies by a

any dog found in the City of Hope,
